QUASI JUDICIAL DECISION.

Judge T. E. Wells bag a communication 


in the Belmont Courier in which he under 
take* to show that a Supreme or DiEtric 
Judge can hold a> noo-judicial office, lo 
which he is elected during hie judicial 
term, provided he does not eater upou lie 
dutieg until his Jadgeship term ezpiies 
Although the Judge quotes the following 
constitutional clause in support of his po- 
sition, his interpretation ol it 13 scarcely 
warranted by its language, which is too 
plain for us import to be easily mistaken. 
This U it: 


"The JnstioBB of the Supreme Conn 


•nd the District Judges ahitll be ineligible 
to any office, other than a judicial office, 
during the term for which thuy shall hav. 
been elected; and all elections or appoint- 
ments of any sucb Judges, by the people, 
Legislature or otherwise, 
daring 
said 


period, to any office other than judicial, 
•hall b» void." 


"And all e'ictiona or appointments of 


any such Judges, etc., during such period 
to any office other than judicial, shall be 
Told." This appears to us to convoy bui 
a single meaning, viz : that no Supreme 
or District Judge can bo constitutionally 
elected to any non-judicial office "during 
the term for which he shall have been 
elected." It does not say tbat be shall not 
bold, but tbat he shall not le elected or 
appointed during such term. The intent 
ot this is, to our mind, as apparent as its 
language is simple and plain. Not as Jacig 
Wells interprets it, tbat "no Judge shall by 
any election or appointment, go out of a 
judicial office into any other during the 
term for wbich he was elected," but that 
no Judge shall exercise bis judicial power 
or otherwise use his position to secure his 
election or appointment to any other office. 
If Judge Wells' construction is correct, the 
clause U cot only absolutely oseloes, but 
extremely foolish, for if the position con Id 
be secured during a judicial term, the re 
striction would amount to nothing. It may 
seem presumptions in ns to set our lay- 
man's opinion agiindt that of a professional 
jnriit like Judge Wells, but it seems to us 
that this is more a question of a reason- 
able interpretation of a sentence of plain, 
every-day, English language than an intri- 
cate problem of law. 


MISTAKEN

The Nye connty organization is entirely 


mistaken concerning the facts connected 
with the presentation of the submitted 
Constitution, published in this paper. 
The State Board of Trade has never en- 
dorsed the instrument nor manifested its 
intention of doing BO. The document 
was submitted to the Board and that body 
had it published for the purpose of eliciting 
the sentiment of the people of the State 
upon its different provisions, and to invite 
suggestion•* in ragird to wholesome changed 
in oar present Constitution. The county 
consolidation proposition, in the JO^ENAL'S 
opinion, was neither a wise nor a po'itie 
one. It is a matter for the consideration 
of our State legislatures, and is entirely 
out of place in a Constitutional Conven- 
tion. And then :t has had the effect, as we 
feared it would, to distract attention from 
the other and really meritorious changes 
which are proposed in other portions of 
the document. There is not, however, the 
slightest probability of a Constitutional 
Convention BTiou-dy considering, much 
leas adopting the consolidation suggestion, 
and it is to be hoped that no paper or per- 
son will be foolish enough to be influenced 
by such fears in its or his action upon the 
question of calling a convention. We are 
confident that fully nme-tentha of the 
voters iu the Stato realize the necessity 


for, 
and favor the adoption of snch eco- 


nomic changes in onr fundamental law, as 
can only be accomplished, in any reasona- 
ble time oe with any degree of certainty 
except by means of a convention called for 
that purpose. 
Let them then vote m ao- 


cordaoce with those sentiments, uninflu- 
enced by the bugbear of county consolida- 
tion or obliteration.
